He did not make himself 
prominent—was only a voice calling 
upon people to prepare for the Mes­ 
siah. 
His person and habits were a 
protest against the luxury and hypo­ 
critical formality of his time. 
2. Courageous (Luke 3:7). He faced 
a great multitude and struck hard at 
their sins. 
He did not trim his mes* 
lage to suit the crowd. 
Ile even de­ 
nounced the religious leaders bf his 
time and demanded of them fruits 
worthy of repentance. 
til. His Preaching (Luke 3:3-8). 
1. Demanded Repentance (vr. 3-6). 
Suddenly emerging from his seclusion, 
he came into the region of the Jordan 
as a messenger of God, calling upon 
the people to repent in preparation for 
the coming of the Messiah. 
2. Demanded Proofs of Penitence 
(vv. 7, 8). He Insisted that their false 
religions be abandoned—their sinful 
hearts renovated—showed them that 
the vile passions of their souls must 
be uprooted. 
A chance of mind, that

known—because a special revelation 
had been granted (Eph. 3:3). 
V. The Martyrdom of John (Mark 
8:14-29). 
While John was In prison Herod had 
frequent interviews with him. 
John 
boldly told him that it was unlawful 
fo r him to have his brother’s wife. He 
did not mince m atters even with the 
king. 
This so enraged the licentious 
flcrodlas that she caused his death. He 
sealed his testimony with his blood.

The period of speculation 
seems a period of prosperity, but 
how false and unsound is such 
prosperity is disclosed in the stress 
and agony of tho inevitable rcriod 
of liquidation which, Nemesis-like, 
follows on the heels of the boom." 
Wealth Unfairly Re-distributed 
Mr. Agger then describes "tho 
distressing effects of an unsound 
money 
on 
tho 
distribution 
of 
wealth among classes and individ­ 
uals. 
Cheapening money through 
inflationary expedients is a gigan­ 
tic fraud upon the creditor classes 
as against debtors. 
All those de­ 
pendent on fixed incomes, or re­ 
ceiving specified sums in terms of 
money, are penalized when tho 
purchasing power of money is de-

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pressed. In like manner the stock­ 
holder profits at the expense of tho 
bondholder—a fact which implies 
a reward to the more speculatively 
inclined at the expense of the con­ 
servative.

comes cannot promptly be adjusted 
to meet higher living costs. Strikes 
are fomented ard production cur­ 
tailed.

A corrosion 
of the moral integrity of the people 
is inevitable.

Throughout last year our balance 
of exports over imports was a dimin­ 
ishing factor, and this tendency has 
continued until in the last two months 
for which figures are available, March 
and April, imports have exceeded ex­ 
ports. The excess in March w*as about 
$57,000,000, in April about $41,000,- 
000, and for the first four months of 
1923 there was a net balance of im­ 
ports over exports of about $89,000,- 
000. 
Probably the most important in­ 
fluence in the reversal of the trade 
balance has been the revival of our 
domestic business, which naturally 
has included an increased demand for 
foreign as well as domestic commodi­ 
ties. 
The increased activity in our 
industries has caused larger importa­

of

materials of foreign 
origin, and importations of all classes 
has increased- 
On the other hand, 
there has not been a corresponding 
‘revival abroad to increase the demand 
for our products.

The price level is higher in 1923, 
which would be one factor in the 
showing, and the rising price level in 
the United States no doubt has been 
a factor in changing the situation.

European 
exchange 
rates have 
show*n no important changes of late. 
Sterling is higher than a year ago,

Purchases of dollar exchange 
by the British government for its 
payments at Washington are a prob­ 
able factor- 
These purchases will 
run above $161,000,000 per year on 
the main debt, besides which it is 
making payments for silver bought 
under the Pittman act.

World Competition 
The similarity of business condi­ 
tions over the world is illustrated by 
the following extract taken from a 
letter from Denmark written by the 
agricultural 
correspondent 
of 
the 
London Times. 
It reads almost as 
though it might have been written 
from the United States: 
“Denmark has supered with othet 
countries in the financial stress of the 
past few years. Last year tried many 
farmers severely and ready money is 
almost as scarce as here. Production 
remained at about the normal level, 
but low prices reduced the revenue, 
while the cost of 
production 
w*as 
slow to fall from the wartime stan­ 
dard in any respect, and in some di­ 
rections it has increased. 
Wages anc 
their equivalent to the small farmei 
and his family are about 2V& times 
the pre-war figure. The hours worked 
have been reduced, though they arg 
still longer than here. 
Implements 
are dearer, owing to the operation oi 
the eight-hour day in factories. And 
above 
all, 
State and local burdens 
have increased to four or five times 
what they were in 1913. 
All these 
changes have told seriously againsl 
the farming industry, and if the losses 
have not been so severe as in the parts 
of England w*here the main sources oi 
revenue are the produce of arable 
land, the financial year which endec 
at Michaelmas, 1922, w*as extremely 
discouraging-

An autopsy disclosure of the pres-1 
epee of poison in the stomach of the j 
late Rabbi Martin A. Meyer, who 
was found dead last Wednesday, was I 
the starting point today of a rigid 
investigation into the manner of the 
Jewish rabbi’s death. 
The coroner’s office, as soon as the 
autopsy report was made last night, 
asked the city detective bureau to 
assign an officer to ald in Us 
in­ 
quiry. 
Rabbi Meyer who was n itlonally 
known in Jewish circles, was head 
of the Temple Emanuel, one of San 
Francisco’s leading Jewish congre­ 
gations.
